1 . The terminal disclaimer filed April 1 , 2004 has been approved. 

2. The Examiner notes that the double patenting rejection applied against the 
claims in the last Office action is withdrawn, because the claims in this application and 
in the reference patent are slightly different. An obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection was appropriate and should have been applied. Such a rejection, however, is 
obviated by applicant's terminal discailmer. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 24-51 are allowed. 

4. Claims 24-51 are renumbered. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 24-30 and 38-44, none of the prior art of record teaches or 

suggests calculating a reaction factor, a discharge factor, and an amplitude factor 
associated with the electrical output of the electrochemical sensor based on the sensor 
measurements, and calculate the quantity of the electrochemically convertible 
substance in the gas sample using an arithmetic equation based on the reaction factor, 
the discharge factor and the amplitude factor, in combination with the rest of the claim 
limitations. 

Regarding claims 31-37 and 45-51, none of the prior art of record teaches or 
suggests calculating a reaction factor and a discharge factor associated with the 
electrical output of the electrochemical sensor based on the sensor measurements, 
comparing a combination of the reaction and discharge factors to a combination of 
predetermined reaction and discharge factors associated with one or more

predetermined reactants, and identifying the electrochemically convertible substance as 
one of the one or more predetermined reactants existing in the gas sample, in 
combination with the rest of the claim limitations.
